Press Intelligence, Inc., a 
company which does newspaper 


vate business and Government 
agencies, has been making a 
study of the proportion of front 
page headlines given to Eisen- 
hower and Stevenson. 


The study began September 
11, when the campaign began 
to warm up, and has covered 
650 daily and 326 Sunday news- 
papers, estimated io account for 
about 84% of the total net paid 
daily circulation and 97% of 
the Sunday circulation in the 
US. 

Results of the first 30 days, 
tabulated and anrounced, show 
that analysis of the 20000 
headlines studied shows that, 
on 13 of the 30 days covered, 
Stevenson managed to win 
more headlines than Eisenhow- 
er, but that during the total 
period Stevenson ran somewhat 
behind Eisenhower. Of course 
Eisenhower as President, rather 
than candidate gets some 
Space, so it runs his average 
up.

THE TRIB’S RECORD 

The study shows that Nixon 
got twice as much front page 
attention as Kefauver. This, 
with Eisenhower’s smaller mar- 
gin over Stevenson, gave the 
Republican team 56% of the 
front page headlines to 44% foi 
the Democratic pair. 

These figures are more en- 
couraging than could have 
been expected, and indicates 
either that the American daily 
press is getting more alert to 
the fact that “honesty is the 
best policy” in presentation of 
political news, or that Adla! 
Sievenson is such a vigorous 
campaigner that he fairly grabs 
page one.

OF CONTRACTOR FAILURES 
Building trades workers in 
Alameda county on eve of the 
election Tuesday were inter- 
ested in the light cast on the 
GOP “prosperity” slogan by 


Dur & Bradstreet figures 
published in the Building 
Supply News. 


These figures showed that 
last year there were 1404 fail- 
ures of construction firms in 
the U.S., with a total aggre- 
gate loss to creditors of $83,- 
179.000. an increase of 7.6% 
over 1954 in numbers of bank- 
rupt firms, and a rise of 
46.4% in liabilities, which 
were 

Of these 1404 failures in 
the nation, 487 were in the 
local Federal Reserve District, 
the highest rumber in any of 
the 12 districts, the 
highest, New York, having 
198 failures. 

It was explained that only 
those firms which failed 
owing money to. creditors 
were listed, and that many 
more quit when licked, with- 
cut owing creditors.
